And we find St. Paul preſcribing 
the duty of Thankſgiving in the ſame Latitude, Epke/ 5. 20. 
Grve thanks unto God always for all things ; and in the r. Ep. 7heſ. 

5.18 In every thing give thanks: The common Daily bleſſings 
beſtow'd upon us, tranſcend thebounds of Numeration, and they 
juſtly Command a conſtant gratityde. But the rare and remark- 
able occurrences of Providence, do preſent unto us a more ſpecial 
ſeaſon for the celebration of this Homage. Such extraordinary 
benefits do frequently happen to particular Perſons,nay,there are 
I believe ſew but meet with them fome time or other, and as ofc 
as they do, they ſhou'd ſound forth the Divine beneficence, by 
particular as of Praiſe. And the collation of ſuch Favours on. 
a Nation or People, beſpeaks and requires a general Thankſpiy- 
ing, and all that ſhare in the Bounty, are oblig'd to joynin the Sa- 
Erifice, Of theſe publick Mercies.

' x. Among worldly Bleſſings, Peace has been always mg 
the moſt' valuable, partly becauſe ic comprizes many dellen- 
cies'in its ſelf, and partly becauſe tis the Parent that bears, or ar 
leaſt the Breaſt thar gives Suck to all other comforts and enjoy- 
ments, and ſo 'tis'a kind of Epitome of good things. T ſhall nor 
now recount the advantapes of it, you know them by the Frui- 
tion. Burt it werecolleCt rhe grievous circumſtances, wherewith 
we were lately encompaſs'd; or look back on thoſs or

Seas, through which we have;made cur Part: *cwouid juſtly 
heighten both our cſtimate of the Divine ypuchſaſements to us, 
and our thankfulneſs to them. <y | 

I ſhould ſin againſt; the deſign of the Day, ſhould Lentertain 
you with the melancholy Scenc of the milcries the War beoughe 
upon us. *T'would be lamentable to rell of the Ruins and- De- 
vaſtations, the Wrongs and Oppreſſions, the Rapine and Vio- 
lence, the Poverty and Complaining, the Blood and Slaughter 
that attended ir. Ir ſtampt much the.fame impreſſion upon our 
Land,tharthe Army of Locu/ts and Caterpillers did upon that of the 
Jews; it found it like a Garce1 of E4en, but left it a deſolate 
Wilderneſs. And tho its waſts be to a miracle Repait'd, yet thers 
are ſome Footſteps of it (lill Remaining, and I wiſh all its for- 
rows were always ſo freſh in memory as to influence us to vow 
and perform perpetual gratitude to . our Gracious BenefaCtor, to 
the Almighty God of Peace, who has fo mightily reſcu'd us from 
that Ciſmal State of thraldom and diſtreſs, O how great has 
bezn his mercy towards us! O how Lovingly has He deale 
with us ! the manifeſtation of His marvelous loving kindneſs, 
exceeded our hopes as well as deſerts, it forc-ran but crown'd oue 
expettations. He put down our Enemies under our Feet, and 
plu& us from the jaws of Deſtruftion; He chang'd our Grief 
into Joy, our Slavery into Liberty, our Want into Plenty, our di- 
ſtra&tion into Quiet, and our Conluſion into Settlement. And 
all this when we thought our ſelves Irrecoverably wrapt-up in a 
maſs of evil and miſery for ever. 

God has hada ſignal Favour unto theſe Nations, as at ſundry 
other times, ſo eſpecially-in their late Redemption, from the Op! 
preſſion of a Popiſh, the worſt of Tyrannies, and us particular - 
ly from the worſt Branch'of that, an ignominious hard bondage 
under our own Servants. Ourdeliverance came viſibly atteſted 
with the divine Power in the Atchievment; the Line of its 
mighty Progreſs was chalk'c out by the Finger of the moſt high, 
' and theſtupendous advances it made againſt the greateſt difficui- 
ties and diſadvantages ſpeak the whole to be one great Miracle. 
- _ th one gta ones | "Twas 
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'T'was miraculousingur Eyes, and aſtoniſhing to our Thouphes; 
in fo. much that onbyfulzefs dſembled tharo! Iſrael at their un- 
expected return, from Captivity, out of a juſt Wonderment , 
We were like unto them that Dream. We know O Lord that 
this is thy Fland, and that Thou Thy Self haſt done it. No 
Hand but that of Omniporence could have Roll'd a Stone 
of that great Weight up the Hill,: againſt the ſtrong Inclinations 
and joynt Intereſts of a People, who had ſo much Powcr in 
their Hands, azd fo great Advantages on their fide; and who 
were prompted to make the beſt uſe they could of both, by 
their Pride and Malice, 'by ill Nature and prejudicare Education, 
by the Guilt of baſe Ingratitude and barbarous Crueltics, by 
ſtrit Commands & Powerful Encouragemen!'s from abroad; and 
indeed ſo they did with the moſt inveterate Oblinacy. Their 
Hands may be ſaid to have been Mighty, it we conſider their 
great Numbers and firong Holds; But alaſs, they found nothing 
unlcls it be an uncoubted aſſurance of the Injuſtice of their 
Cauſe,” and their *1fufficiency for the ſupport of ir. 

They have ſo often attempted Qur Ruin, and always fail'd in 
the Execution of their imagin'd Miſchict, that methinks -they 
ſhould art length be taught, even by Providence to givelt over, 
and to take up the obitinate Egyptians Argument, Exod. 't 4. 25. 
Who by the unſuccefsfulnels of their frequent Atrempts againſt 7: 


rel were Diſcourag'd, and ſaid among themſelves, Let us flee 


from the Face of Iſrael, for the Lord fighteth for them againſt the 
Egyptians ; Tho? our Egyptians ſhew themſelves too unteach- 
abic,-or' too 1-!f conceited; or: too Malicious, to be convinc'd 
by any ſuch Experiments. Many a time have they Fought againſt, 
and fore vex'd us from our Youth up, may we now fay#and it 
the nextGeneration, not excepting the remains of this,does not 
play the fame Game, 'tis not tor want of good will, but for:want 
of what I hope they willtor ever wanr,Opportunity and Ability. 
How uppiſhare their Hearrs 2 How chearful their Countenances > 
Nay, How Seditious their Words, upon the leaſt Rumour of il! 
41aings 50 Uz ? 
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Tf they could have been oblig'd by Kindneſſes, Theirs and 


Ours had long agon become one common Intereſt, and we had 


been united together by the bands of an unſhaken Amity and 


Allyance ; but to expett this now adays from Men of their 
diſpoſition is to hope againſt hope, and-to look for Grapes 
from Thorns. Where the Seed is very bad, and the Soil much 
worſe, 'tis caſie to gueſs at the harveſt, They have been 
treated heretoſore more like a free than a conquer'd People; 
they were Indulg'd beyond the allowance of the Law, and it 
ſeems beyond a conſiſtency with our own ſafety. Ingratitude a- 
buſes Indulgence, and Vipers ſting thoſe Boſoms in which they. 
are cheriſh'd, 

We may truly complain of them as holy David did of his 
deceitful Friends, they have hated us without a cauſe and re: 
warded us evil for good. Tis obſervable that their faireſt preten- 
tions of Friendſhip, and proſefſions of Fidelity, have proy'd a- 
like perfidious, and conſequently moſt dangerous, their malice 
has like the Peſtilence walk'd in darkneſs, and they are very 
conformable to Cardinal Matzarines Maxim, (which his Maſter 
alſo do's punQually praCtice) that wo honeſt Man ought to ben 
ſlave to his word. 

* In ſhort,the Experience of their conſtant behaviour ever fince 
England firſt ſubdu'd them, gives us plainly to underſtand; char 
there is no ſafe relying on their candor and integrity, nor any 
great mattersto be expected from their generoſity,and it ſhou'd 
give us warning to walk -more; crcumipettly among theta for 
the ſuture, and to caſt about ſor effetual means ro-ſuppreſs 
the faftious ſpirits below a capacity of putting us to the Ex- 
pence of another Conqueſt. Where Pcople are ſent forth as 
Shcep in the midſt oft Wolves, they are to be as wiſe as. Ser- 
pents. And indeed 'twould arguea ſtupidity equally Fatal and 
Unpittiable, it neither the word. of Exhortation ſhould inſtill, 


$& nor the ſmart of the Scourge inculcate wiſdom. 


If we be not wanting to our ſelves, we have good grounds - 
of hops that our God will eſtabliſh the Work he has wroughe - 
B ameng 
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'among us; and that as he hag already deliver'd, fo he will yer 
deliver us. That his Hand is not ſhortned, nor his compaſſion 
towards us exhauſted: We have a farther evidence in cheProſpe- 
rity ot'our Arms abroad. The Lord of Hoſts has taught our 
hands to War, and fingers victoriouſly to fight: He has ena- 
bled us to reduce the ſtrongeſt Faſlneſſes of rhe Enemy, even 
thoſe they declar'd. invincible ; one whoſe Forrtifications wete 
hardly Demoliſhable,and another defended with an Army ra- 
ther/rhan a Garriſon,and:commanded by a mighty Maraſhal as 
well as a skilfull Governour ; to baffle their greateſt Armies, ro 
Lord it over their Fleers & their Coaſts,and not only to aſſert, 
but extend our Sea dominion, even from Sea to Sea. And this is 

:2dly, A Second preat ' Occaſion of our general Rejoycing, 
becauſe we are afſur'd the Barrie is not ours. but Gods, and that 
Vittory is his gitr. I dare not ſo much as mention,expreſsI car'c, 
the unparalel/'d Courage and Reſolution of our Men, leſt it 
might tempt us with the 4ſjriay Conquerors to arrogate Praiſe 
to our ſelves, or with the Scythian to ſacrifice to our ſwords; 
tis certain we exceed the magnanimity of both. 

Tho the War be remov'd far from us, yet we are all concern'd 
and intereſted in the ſucceſs of it ; the cauſe is the fame ſtill, 
and the fame terrible Evils which we felt, or fear'd, would en- 
ſue upon its miſcarriage. Alaſs the diſtance would be no man- 
ner of ſecurity tous, the common ruin would ſoon croſs the 
Seas, and invade our Hlands; *tis principally level'd againſt us, 
and *cis as miſerable as the moſt ingenuous Cruelty can contrive 
it. The diſguisd Chriſtian, © and the Profeſs'd Infidel are 
friendly confederate againſt us, and would agree as well in 
the overthrow of our Religion and Government, as Hered and 
Pilate did in the Crucifixion of Chriſt. We lately ſer our ſelves 
to ſeek the Lord and his help in a general humiliation, and ſee- 
ing he was Graciouſly pleas'd to-accept of that Sacrifice, and to 
grant our requeſts, the-return of thankful acknowledgments is 
but the payment of a juſt Debr. We read in the 2oth Chap. 
of the 2d book of Chrop, thatthe Houſe of Judah PR T 
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ſolemn Faſt, and humbly Implor'd the Proteftion and Aft 
ance of their God, when the Children of | Moab -and Ammon 
came apainſt them to Battle, and that as ſoon as they prevail'd 
over them, their next and-immediate care was to Praiſe' and 
Magnific the divine Author of their Victory. To which pur- 
poſe, they aſſembled themſeivesin the Valley of Berachab near 
the. place of Battle, and thence return'd to Ferxſalem with Joy, 
2nd compleated their gratulations in the Houſe of the Lord, 
And as. we imitated their good Example in the obſervation 
of the Faſt, ſo let us in that of the Feſtival, offering up as they 
did a Religious thanktulneſs, in regard that he has made us al 
ſo to rcjoyce over our Enemies. 

There. is no cultome more ancient and common than this+ 
for as all Nations bave been wont ro make their Addreſſes to 
Heaven for aid in time of War, fo have they made their Obla- 
tions'for their Triumphs and Conqueſts; not only Jews and 
Chriſtians, but even barbarous ignorant Heathens, who fo far 
aſcribed vitory-to the favour of the Gods, that they creted 
ſtately Temples, ſung gratulatory Hymns, and offer'd coſtly 
Sacrifices to ſuch of them, as they fancy'd gave them the up- 
, per. hand. They were indeed out as to the objett of their 

' Praiſe, but were right as to the Subſtance of the Duty; - they: 

: render'd a due Tribute tho to wrong owners, and their-Pie- 

| ty was commendable notwithſtanding their error, becauſe it 
| | correſponded with the nature of their Religion ; Let our De- 
> | votionbe as well proportion'd toour clear Knowledge, as theirs 
wasto their blind Ignorance. Let us diſclaim the Idolatry, bur 
retain the pious Prattice of giving Thanks. And as this is our 
bounden Duty, ſo is it our Advantage too, becauſe God has 
promisg'd to recompence it with the Continuance and Increaſe: 
of His Bleſſings, whereas Ingratitude provokes him to ſuſpend 
or withdraw them ; and therefore it we would be Favour'd 
with future ſuccels, let us not fail to be truly grateful for what

3s the preſervation of our King,on whoſe ſatety under Gods own 
Providence depends ours. There are ſundry conſiderations, 
which render his Lite a ſpecial bleſſing : He is a Religious Wor- 
ſhipper of the true God, and a zealous Delender of the true 
Faith; He isa nurſing Father of our Church and Countries, 
laying out all his care and pains, his time and ſtrength, and 
expoſing himſelf to all the dangers and chances of Seas and 
Wars, for the ſecurity and honour of both. He has been the 
happy Inſtrument of a moſt joyful Revolution to us, and in all 
probability, as the poſture of our Aﬀairs now ſtands, his fall 
(which God avert)would ſhake, if not ſubvert the Foundations 
of our Settlement. How ſorely has the Church of God been 
perplex'd by the fury of the Heathen Perſecutors of old,and of 
more barbarous Romaniſts in later times ?How near the brink of 
Ruine was the Eftabliſh't pure Religion of the Engliſh Church, 
when our great Monarch undertook its Redemption 2 How 
greedy are the Beaſts of Prey after the ſame Game ſtill > And 
of Moſes were remov'd outof the Gap, there is no appearance 
of any great Oppoſition to their purſait + If the fence of our 


"Vineyard were broken down,the wild Boar out of the Wood 


and the wild Beaſts of the Ficld wou'd haſten to Root - up and 
Devouyrit: He is the Soul and Union of the Alliance againſt 
thecommon Enemy, and the very life' of the War ; the ge- 
netous afſerter of Ewrep's Liberty; and the gloriousReſtorer of 
the Engliſh valour ;, the Terror ot his Enemics, and the Joy 
of his own People ; the gloty of Crown'd- heads, and the won- 
ger of the Age.
